Uhere by the good and godlye acte and ſtatute, conternyng 
the VI articles, made in the parliamet holdẽ at weſtminſter 
the XXVII. dap of Apꝛyl, in the XXX1,yere of the kinges ma 
ieſties moſt noble raygne, it was oꝛdayned and eſtabliſhed a⸗ 
monges other thinges, that for certaine zyndes of hereſies 

other offeces expꝛeſled in the ſame ſtatute, the offedours the⸗ 
rin being of them courcted,ſhulde ſuffer peines of deathe, oꝛ other ſuche pei⸗ 
nes as foz euerye of the offences in the lame ſtatute expꝛeſſed, is in the ſame 
ſpecially and teuerally mentioned: Ind where alſo by foꝛce of the lame

the innumerable benefites and goodnes, whiche they herto- 

toe haue receined, had, and inioyed , dy and from his moſte 
mm kopall maieſtie, by the tranquilitie of peace, due and tut ad- 
miniſtration execution of Juſtice within this his realme ol England, ſithẽ 
the time of his aſlũption of his crowne, eſtate a royal, to his great

by dyuers and ſundꝛy pꝛeſtes and lones of notable ſummes of money to hym 
made, truſtyng thereby to haue pꝛeſerued and continued loue, amitie, peace, 
and concoꝛde, bet wene the regions of England and Fraunce: Pet the ſame 
frenche zyng, nothyng regarding his honoure , othe, trouthe, pzomyſe, and 
lidelitie made vnto his maieſtie, hath not only moſt ingratefully # wzong- 
fully withoꝛa wen from his ſaid maieſtie, the due rightfull and accuſtomed 
pencion, always heretofoze vſed (as of righte) to be payde to his mapeſtye. 
and this his realme, out of the realme of Fraunce: but alſo hathe inferred
